THERE are in Nevada at least 
ten banks; two in Virginia City, 
two in Carson, two in Reno, one 
in Winnemucca, ove in Austin, 
one in Eureka and oue in Elko. 
Of these but two are national 
banks, the one at Reno and the one 
at Winnemucca. The propriety of 
establishing national banks is a na- 
tional question and was so long be- 
fore President Jackson’s opposition 
to them. Neither then nor now 
are the operations of national banks 
well understood by the masses. 
In some respects they are privileged; 
in others restricted. They buy 
and deposit with the U. S. Treasury 
Government bonds or security for 
the issuance of a limited mount of 
paper currency. National banks 
are limited by their charter from 
charging a higher rate than the 
legal rate of interest in the State in 
which they do business. Itis the 
law that they accept only personal 
security, and not mortgages or real 
estate, when they make loans, 
After a loan bas been made, if pay- 
ment be not made when the note 
falls due, for the protection of the 
bank, mortgage security may be re- 
quired. There are many other in- 
teresting features of difference 
between private or State banks and 
National banks—features of local as 
well as of national importance.

The Casualty Epidemic.

His body was buried in the 
sand and js not yet recovered, The 
engine was completely submerged in 
the sand. Baggageman Breediove 
was badly injur by falling trunks. 
An old German women living near 
heard cries and rushed out with a lau- 
tern and stopped the approaching ex- 
press on the Burlington within a few 
feet of the bridge, 33 saving 
other lives, as the bridge on this road 
is also in a dangerous condition.

We con- 
clude that there is no one living 
who could- answer the question 
with intelligence. It has lived on 


in the country from which we have 


obtained it through many genera- 
tions of men, and nowhere in his- 
tory can we find it has ever died 
out. We read that three hundred 
years ago the Jesuits from Spain 
sailed the south seas, and as a pre- 


‘| caution against starvation of ship- 


wrecked mariners, planted alfalfa 
on the little barren islands of the 
ocean and left a few pairs of goats 
—male and female—that they 
might eat this ever-living plant and 
re-produce their kind and possibly 
be the means by their flesh of sav- 
ing human life.

In the grand valley of Taos, near 
the village of that name, is a ‘small 
field of this plant growing that has 
yielded three crops per year for 
more than a hundred years. We 
were informed by the proprietor 
of.this Taos.meadow a few days 
singe that he had cut the grass 
from this field for sixty years and 
he believed the crop of the present 
season was stouter than it had ever 
been before.. Now from all these 
evidenees, we conclude that the 
alfalfa is a never-dying plant.
